Kelmont’s great «-<dt Honrless at the top, hut the 
retirement of this ni<-er to Hie stud of course elimi- 
nates him from among the contenders. Of those 
certain to start. J. K. L. Itoss’ t'udgel, hy many 
<*onsiih‘r»*<l tin* Ix'st horsti of the year, has he«*n 
given the iKist of honor with 1S3 iMiimds. Omar 
Kha.v.vam, the seusationul racer of last year, which 
is now re|xirt«*d to be in the Ix*st ixissible condi- 
tion. comes next with 130 ixiunds. Wilfrid Vian 
and his trainer Sandy McXauglitou are confident 
tliat Umar will rc-trieve at Saratoga whatever pres- 
tige he may have lost earlier in tlie year, when he 
faih*d to race tii the wonderful form he displayed 
as a tlire«“-year-old. 

The cT«-r iMipuIar Itoamer is asked to <*arry 129 
iMKiiids In the Saratoga, which is no great feat 
for Andrew Miller's marvelous rac<*r, as he lias 
Iiackcd as much ami mure and beat some of the 
liest racers of his time. Itoamer is apimrently right 
now as good as ho ever was in his long and honor- 
able turf career and will make the lK*st of them 
hustle to l)cat him. 

Other prominent eligibies and likely starters for 
tlie Saratoga include tJeorge Smith wiOi 123 iKiunds; 
it’esty Hogan, 120; Kalitau. 119; rolymelian. IIS; 
Hollister. 113; Spur. Ill; t'orn Tassel, 105; Itoudage, 
105; Flittergold.

Of the three -year-olds eligible to start. War Cloud 
is top weight with 115 pounds; Out the Wa.v, 112; 
Tapp. 109; Ti|i|iity Witchet, lOS; Sun Hriar, ION; 
Flags. 107; Troinpe La Mort. 105 High Cost. 105; 
Itosie O’Grad.v, 103. and Enfilade, 97, and are the 
niifst promiiieiit of that division, but it is doubtful 
if an.v will 1 h* asked to fa«t* their older opjioueuts 
in this tr.viug race of a mile and a iiuarter. 

The Flash Stakes for two-year-olds at five and 
a half furlongs will divide interest with the Sara- 
tfiga Handicap. Two-year-old racing so far this 
year has revealed but few juveniles of suiK-rior 
class and not one that ap|K*ars to stand out from 
the others. This uncertainty in the younger divi- 
sion should be res|Kinsible for big fields in tin- many 
valuable two-.vcar-old stakes to lie decided at Sara- 
toga.

With no steeplechase races since the Aqueduct 
meeting. dcvoU*es of the s|iort through the field will 
welcome a return of their favorite siKirt and be out 
in large numbers to see the Shillelah Steeplechase 
Handicap decided. The marvelous jumper. The 
Brook, is one of the certain starters in this event, 
as are such gissl ones as Shannon River, Reddest. 

Belle of Br.vn Atiwr, Weldship, Arch- 
dale, Xew Haven. Captain Parr, Little Xearer and 
others.

Cudgel, whose next combat will probably be 
ip the Saratoga Handicap next Thursila.v, has done nobly this year and for a four-year-old, with chances 
limited mainly to handicaps, has won quite an unusual total in liis $2S,300. It se«-ms a pity that we do 
not have sonu* weight for age races of good values for liorses of his class to do battle on equal terms. 
It is pleasing to obs<‘rve that ten horses have alread.v won $10, <100 or more, Ixird Brighton, Old Koenig and 
Roamer being the latest arrivals in this highly distinguished division. There are others knocking for ad- 
mission which should enter before lung, E. R. Bradley’s goixl filly. Batter Cake, and Colin’s sfieedy sou, 
Compadre, Is-iiig conspicuous candidates, to say nothing of the evergreen sprinter, Ix*ochares. Of the 
thirty leading moiie.v winners, eight are three-year-olds and ten two-year-olds, leaving the remainder of 
the sfiuils to lie divided among twelve older horses.

THINGS ARE HUMMING AT SARATOGA AQUEDUCT AUTUMN STAKE EVENTS 

Turf Enthusiasts Are Arriving Daily and Hany Queens County Jockey Club Announces List of 
Horses Are Quartered at the Track. Feature Baces for Fall Heeting. 




Saratoga, X. Y'., July 26. — With several hundred 
iiorses lM*ing given daily exercise over the Saratoga 
track, and with scores of racing enthusiasts already 
on the grounds and others umv'iug daily, tilings 
have taken on a lively apiwarance at this great 
Ainericaii racing center. The outlook for a suc- 
e-ssfiil meeting has never lH*en brighter and unless 
Hie imexiiected hapiiens all previous records will be 
shattered. 

One of the most pleasing things in connection with 
Hie coming meeting is the greatly improved condi- 
tion of the track. According to owners and trainers 
who have bi*eu working horses over it for tlie past 
few days, it is one of the fastest courses in the 
country, and every improvemeut that human inge- 
nuity could suggest lias been made by suiK*riutend- 
eut M.ver. 

“.\ horse that can’t turn out a half under 48 on 
it will have little business at Saratoga,” declared 
one prominent trainer after he had timed a iiair 
from the Whitney stable in 59 and u fraction for 
the five -eighths course. 

R. T. Wilson, president of the Saratoga -\ssoeia- 
tion. has been here for several days and was nat- 
urally enthused over the iuinroved condition of the 
track. This track was entirely built over since last 
year. Siiiieriutendeiit Myer dug down two feet and 
took out all the old top soil and clay and entirely 
refilled it with new soil taken from the infield, 
where there now is a hole for a lake. AVith con- 
tinuous working over, harrowing and rolling, he now 
has practically a i>erfect course. 

TRACK NEEDS HABD RAIN. 

Best of all. however, in the way of rebuilding has 
been the perfect system of drainage which has been 
lint in. Sloping towards the infield, there is a gut- 
ter all the way around, with an outlet every fifty 
feet for further drainage over into another gutter 
in the infield, from whence all the water is carried 
away from the course. Just now the track is dirty 
and needs a real bard rain more than anything else 
to perfect it. Tuesday was the first day that the 
horses were allowed to work over the new course 
and prior to that time the horses had been taking 
their work over at Horse Haven and Oklahoma. 
From now on, however, there will be work-outs 
over the new track each morning. 

Among the prominent stables quartered at the 
track are those of A. K. Macomber, in charge of 
Walter Jennings; J. K. L. Ross, in charge of H. G. 
Bedwell; \\'. K. Coe and the Oneck Stable, in charge 
of William Karrick; Harry Payne Whitney, in 
charge of James Rowe and Alliert Simons; Henry 
A. Torter. in charge of Harry Morrissey; T. O. Mc- 
Dowell Richard T. Wilson, August Belmont, Wil- 
liam Martin, Edward McBride, Howard Dots, R. L. 
Gerry and C. W. Gasser. 

Word was n-ceived yesterday that u uuml)er of 
other stables are on their way here now. 

Trainer Bedwell has lx*eu giving Cudgel daily ex- 
ercise in his preparation for the Saratoga Handicap, 
on oiieuiug day. He expresses hiiuself weU pleased 



New York, July 26. — The Queens County Jockey 
Club has announced the list of stake fixtures to lie 
ruu at Aqueduct during the fall meeting, which 
will begin September 16 and continue to Septeiub<*r 
28. Secretary Fred Rehberger has sent out entry 
blanks for these events, entries to which close 
August 15. 

Three of these fixtiures have a guaranteed value 
of $2,.5<)0. They are the Babylon. Oakdale and 
Beldame Handicaps, all for two-year-olds. The 
Glen Cove Stakes, under selling conditions for three- 
year-olds, and the Bellrose Stakt*s. also uuder 
selling conditions for two-year-olds, each has a 
guaranteed value of $2,000. 

The other stakes arc for jumpers, the Queenslioro 
Stc*eplechase Handicap with $1..500 added, being 
for four-year-olds and over, while the Biishwick 
Steeplechase Handicap of $1,200 is for three-year- 
olds and over. 

The iiopularit.v of the Aqueduct course amoug 
eastern turfmen was never better exemplified than 
at the recent spring nu-eting, when a field of 
twent.v or more horses was seen on more than one 
occasion. The entries for the daily cards were the 
largest sent out from any truck this y«*ar. It will 
not be surprising then to see a record-breaking 
entry list for tiie following auuounced fall stake 
events: 

Glen Cove Selling Stakes of $2,000, for three- 
year-olds, at sevi'ii-eighths of a mile. 

Babylon Handicap, of $2,500, for two-year-olds, 
at three-quarters of a mile. 

OakdaU* Handicap, of $2,500, for two-year-olds, 
at thrt?e-quarters of a mile. 

Beldame Handicap, of $2,500, for two -year-olds, 
at five-eighths of a mile. 

Bellrose Selling Stakes, of $2,000, for two-year- 
olds, at five-eighths of a mile. 

Queensboro Steeplechase Handicap, of $1,500 add- 
ed, for four- year-olds and over, at about two 
and a half miles. 

Bashwick Steeplechase Handicap, of $l,i*00 add- 
ed, for three -year-olds and over, at about two 
miles.

New York, July 26. — A goixl crowd braved the 
hot torrid weather to witness today’s sport at 
Empire City. The feature race, the Bronxville Han- 
dicap, was marred by an unfortunate occurence 
at the start. AVhile starter Cassidy was endeavor- 
ing to straighten the field, one of his assistants 
waived his bull whip in front of Hank O’Day, the 
favorite in the race. The horse, fractious and timid, 
reared back in fear and the barrier was sprung 
while he was in that iiositiun. The r**sult was that 
the favorite went to the first turn many lengths 
behind the leaders and Troi.se, realizing that it 
was useless to tr.v to make up the lost ground. 
IHTiuitted Hank O’Day to canter after his opimiients. 
The race was easily won by Tickwiek, the Widener 
reprt'sentative rai-ing at a fast pace to win by six 
lengths in the fast time of 1:38%. Hauoviu wa» 
seeond and SlipiKiry Elm tliird. 

Under Sande’s energetic riding, the Broomstick 
filly Scoots siioweil a vastly improved iM*rformance 
in the opening race, raced Auntitt^ioto defeat enter- 
ing the stretch and drew awa.v into a safe lead at 
the end. Auntie was done for after a display of 
early speed. 

R. F. Carman saddled the first winner for T. P. 
Tliorne since assuming charge of liis horses, when 
the Fri'iicli-bred L’Errant easily accounteil for the 
mile race for thn*e-year-olds. The favorite. Jack 
Stuart, apiK'iired sore going to the iiost and, while 
he ran a game race, never had a chance with the 
winner. 

It was a close tiling in the second race. Jose- 
fina Zarate managing to outlast the fast closing 
Currency after a spirited stretch duel. 

Taddy Dear was a rank disapimintment in the 
mile and an eighth race and even Sande’s best ef- 
forts proved unavailing, the gelding failing to 
resiiond to iiunishment. X. K. Beal was tlie winner, 
with a safe lead over Dundreary and Bar of 
Phoenix. 

DAINTY LADY WINS AT LONG ODDS. 

.Vnotiier blow to the talent came in the closing 
ra<*e, when Dainty latdy, ridden by l’rc*ec*e, and 
quoted at 20 to 1, outstayed Wunderman, the fa- 
vorite, in a close finish. 

Dates have l>een announced for the Timonium 
Fair, opening Lalior day, tb-ptemlM-r 2 to S**ptember 
7, inclusive. Seven races will lie run dail.v. with 
purses of the average value of $400. 

Kingfisher is reported to have spread his foot. 

T. T. Thorne was congratulated over the victory 
of his colt L’Errant. as was his trainer, R. F. 
Carman. “He is a fine colt,” said Mr. Carman, 
“and Hie only one that was fresh and likely to 
innirove wlien tiie horses were turned over to me. 
He ma.v turn out to be a really good colt.” 

The horse Top Coat, which was stolen from 
James Butler has bt*en recovered. A man named 
Liteur was trying to sell him for $.50 at 104th 
street and Thinl avenue, when he was arrested b.v 
an officer, wliu had a susiiicion that Hie horse was 
stolen. Liteur is under arrest and will be tried 
for horse stealing in the White I’laius court. 

Major August Ib-lmont announces that the Subur- 
ban Handicap fur 1919, the Belmont and Withers 
Stakes for 1920, and the Lawrence Realization 
Stages for 1921, will be closed the latter i»art of 
November nest, the entry of entire horses onl.v 
iH'ing accepted. Tiiis means that geldings will be 
barred from particitiation in these imiiortant event.-i. 

For the first time in fifteen years the colors of 
John W. Scliorr will be absent from Saratoga. The 
Memphis brewer’s run of ill-luck continues to pursue 
him, for several of his racers have lM>en victims of 
various misfortunes since their arrival here.

NOTED SPRINTER CHALMERS IS DEAD 

Ijonisville, K.V., July 26. — Chalmers, one of the 
gn*atest sprinters ever seen on a Kentucky track, 
died at Cliiireliill Downs Wednesday morning. It 
is tiionght that his de.ath was caused by “ear fever.” 
Chalmers was the prop«‘rty of Charles MoCroan 
and liad just been shipiied to the local course from 
Latonia. It was the intention of his owner to 
give the great sprinter a rest prior to the fall 
rai'iiig. Chalmers was develoi>ed h.v Joe Hawkins, 
and until this year had never started in a selling 
race. Wliile a sprinter pure and simple, he was a 
speeil wonder for fair.

of wiiieh he won eight, including the Harold Stakes 
and won for Ids owner $9,533. He gave early evl 
deuce of riossessing a liigli turn of speed by niniiing 
several nus-s at three-quarters of a mile in 1:12.

LATEST DEVELOPMENTS OF GREAT WAR I NEWMARKET RACING DATES NEXT YEAR 



According to Associated Press dispatches the 
entire Gerniau position within the Marne salient is 
sueli that it iiia.v fall at any instant in event of some 
slian* movement by the allies affecting a vital 

IHiiiit. 

It is for tills reason tliut the German commanders 
have ordenal their men to hold on at all costs 
while a defensive position is prepared ui»ou wliieh 
the Geriiiau armies can fall back. 

Da.v after day the allies, now the French, now 
tlio Americans, and now the British, arc encroach- 
ing uiHiii the triangular salient, at some places 
iiiukiiig deep dents in the cn**my iKisitloiis, and at 
ollicrs progressing more slowly. 

Every line of coiiiinuiiicution within tlic German 
salient is under bombardment night and day, either 
from the allied artillery or airi*laucs. It is only 
with the greatest dlfficult.v and with heavy sacri- 
fices lliat the enemy is able to hold on within tills 
area. All the while liis men are suffering terrible 
privations, owing to the uncertainty of obtaining 
supplies. 

Ill eoiiseiiueuce of the allies eomniuiiding virtually 
every road and evcr.v path tlie fatigued German 
units cannot 1 m‘ relieved even wlicn tlii-.v are sorel.v 
tried. 

Tlie Gcnnaiis have re-eiifori'*'*l their right flank in 
the Soissoiis-Rlieinis 'locket, says the French organ 
IjU Lil«Tto, with a new army coiiimuuded by Gen- 
eral von El**-n. It has Iks'ii placed tietween tlie 
uriiiics of General voii Iliitier and General von 
I’lM'lim. 

Ciiptiire of tlie towns of Villemoiitoire and Oulchy- 
le-Cliiitcau is aiiimiiiiced li.v the French war office. 
'The French took four ciiuiioii and mauy hundred 
prisoners in this fighting. 

Between tlie Oureq and tlie Mariie tlie Americans 
arc pressing liard against tlic enemy’s lines ami 
liave taken the soiitlierii half of lai Fere forest, 
wliicli brings them up to alsmt four iniU>s directly 
soiitli of the vital town of Fere-eii-TarUeiiols, the 
center of the roads leading back out of the Marne 
salient and through wliich the German forces 
along tlie southwestern sectors of the line must 
retreat. Ris forest, farther southeast toward the 
Marne, is also being emptied of the Germans. 



THE ROAD TO BERLIN 

From the western front the shert*?st route to 
Rcrliii lies through Relgium, crosses the Rhine at 
Cologne and continues north via Miudeii, Hanover 
and S|iaiidau. The wear and tear of war doubtless 
lias deteriorated the roadbed and the rolling stock. 
It will be a long, hard road to travel. 

There is another and shorter road to the capital 
of the German Empire. It lies in a straight line 
through the air. 

A man on a suburban traiu was discussing the 
war. “I wish,” saitl he, raising his voice, “that 
a tliousund American bombing planes were going 
to drop bombs on Berlin at two o’cl*K-k tomorrow 
afternoon.” 

The whole car stirre*!. A thrill passed through 
every one at the thought. The road to Berlin lies 
through tlie air. 

An.v afternoon at two o’ehwk that a thousand 
Aincrleaii bombing planes drop bombs on Berlin, 
that ufteruoou at three o’clock the war will be over. 

The bomb fest that will end the war is not as 
near as it should be. But it is coming and the 
Gerniau liigh comiiiaud knows it. When it is over, 
tlie waves al*ovc the Lusitania will ct?ase shrilling 
for vengeance and will gently murmur “Peace.” 
— New York Herald.
